Instead of telling Edw ard Hines, of 
Chicago, the storm center in the pres 
cut I.orimer investigation, that he and 
the president were anxious to have 
I.orimer elected, Mr. Aldrich declared 
that he said P r i m e r s candidacy was 
‘not objectionable.” 
W hen 
attorneys for I.orimer, on 
cross-examination, tried to show’ that 
the form er senator might have said 
‘acceptable,” Mr. Aldrich emphatically 
declared that he said “not objection 
able,” and th a t he m eant th a t word 
and nothing more. He added that he 
knew Hines w'ould use the information 
given him at Springfield.

New York, July 21.—John E. Par- 
tonfc, former counsel for the Ameri­ 
can Sugar Refining company, told the 
-pedal congressional 
committee in-] 
estigatihg the so-called trust his ver­ 
sion of the formation of the sugar 
combine. He Raid at first that he was 
willing to share all the blame, “if 
there is any.” 
“I am willing to take the blame for 
originating the idea of consolidating 
the sugar interests Into the big com 
pany in 1887,” said Mr. Parsons. Mr. 
Farson* went further and said that 
.his was the first, big 
combination. 
even preceding the Standard Oil, and 
representative Madison, of Kansas, 
remarked: “Ah, here is the real father 
of the twists." 
“Who suggested to you the Idea of 
bringing these independent companies 
together In 1887 Into the sugar refin­ 
ing company?” 
"Wall, I think it was 
in

minds.

the man 
though, who deserves the credit or the 
blame for actually forming that com 
pany which under reorganization be­ 
cause of the Sherman anti trust law. 
became the present American Sugar 
Refining company.

Have In the combination of < appal, of 
labor and any other interest for the 
benefit of those Interested, when it Is 
legal.” 
"There were twenty rim*** refineries 
in the United States a* the time that 
you welded seventeen of them Into 
the

me what efforts were made to get in 
the other refineries?"

John B. Searles.” 
“How long did the Refineries com­ 
pany last?’*

brought suit to disorganize the North

Refinery com, any." said Mr, 
Parsons.

congressmen. 
"We call it Tammany 
Hail.” 
Then all of them wanted to 
know why.

The court, Mr, Par-.»nx said, dis­ 
solved the North Ruer company be­ 
cause it was a corporation and had no 
right to Join a partnership, which was 
the form of the sugar regneries com 
I any. 
Mr. Parsons explained how 
John K. Searles had (laid finn,OOO for 
the $360,OOO North River property and 
dismantled the refinery. Then Searles, 
after killing the North River com­ 
pany's actual self, entered It as a 
partner In the sugar refineries com­ 
pany. 
This the court of appeals declared 
#o be illegal, thus kilting a body that 
had already committed suicide.

“there is even a lot of buncombe in 
our own highest court.” 
Mr. Parsons, In a discussion with 
the committee, d**< tared that the de­ 
cision of the United States supreme 
court in the Standaid GII and tobacco 
trust cases would make It Impossible 
to enforce the criminal clause of the 
Sherman art. 
"Was there not," he was asked. ”a 
great deal of water in the first $50,- 
000,000 stock of the American Sugar 
Refining company?" "lf the refineries 
obtaining tho trust certificates were 
worth what they were paid then there 
was no water 
lf you ask me lf the 
actual properties of the new company 
could have been sold In the open mar­ 
ket for $50,immm>00 I will tell you no. 
But to the new company they were 
worth what was paid for them as a 
matter of policy and business.” 
Mr. Parsons then went into a long 
dissertation on the combinations of 
capital, which 
he strongly favored, 
condemning the federal government 
for its interference with such comb! 
nations, and declaring that Great Brl 
(ain was prosperous because of its 
non-restraint of trade. 
He was also 
against the 
Sherman antitrust law 
and was only luke warm in approval 
of the interstate commerce law. 
"I thoroughly approve of the recent 
Standard OII and tobacco trust cases 
where the supreme court read ‘res 
conable' into the law,” said Mr. Par­ 
sons. 
“Otherwise there would have 
been the worst panic this country ev#r 
knew."
